Matures 
ahead  of  Quaker  Maid 
about  7th  to  12th  of 
October.  This  white  is  a 
real  money  maker.  Med¬ 
ium  height,  blooms  mea¬ 
sure  from  5  to  7  inches 
in  diameter  grown  three 
per  plant.  Take  bud 
about  Aug.  15. 


BRONZE  BEAUTY 

Rich  reddish  bronze 
with  golden  bronze  re¬ 
verse  of  the  incurved 
large  flowering  type. 
Very  crisp  which  will 
stand  long  distance  ship¬ 
ping.  Dwarf  vigorous 
grower  and  nice  dark 
green  foliage.  Flowers 
measure  5  to  7  inches 
in  diameter  grown  3  to 
4  per  plant  with  average 
height  of  2  y2  to  3  feet. 
Reserve  first  bud.  Ma¬ 
tures  Nov.  1.

RICH  GOLD — Early  November  large  button  Pompon  nearly 
approaching  the  Friendly  Rival  in  color.  Strong  erect  grower 
with  unusual  substance.  It  produces  plenty  of  nice  well  formed 
sprays  of  blooms  1%  inches  in  diameter.  Grows  about  three 
feet  in  height.  It  should  be  pinched  about  August  5  to  10.  Make 
very  nice  pot  plant  from  late  cuttings. 

BRIGHTON — Rich  glowing  crimson  rose  with  golden  cream 
well  formed  high  cushion  center.  A  very  striking  Anemone. 
Diameter  of  flower  disbudded  2  to  3  inches.  But,  would  recom¬ 
mend  to  be  grown  as  cluster.  Makes  4  to  5  well  formed  flowers 
per  spray.  Matures  November  20  to  25.  This  variety  should 
be  pinched  about  August  20  as  it  is  a  very  strong  grower  to 
carry  8  to  10  branches.  Very  satisfactory  from  late  cutting 
for  pot  plant. 


MOTHER  OF  PEARL — Late  delicate  pink  cluster  Pompon  iy2 
to  2  inches  in  diameter  with  bright  pink  center  as  it  opens. 
Very  satisfactory  due  to  its  late  maturing  in  December  when 
the  main  crop  is  off  the  market.  Strong  vigorous  grower, 
should  be  pinched  in  late  August  or  early  September  so  as 
to  have  10  to  12  branches  per  plant. 

TANGO — Rich  Chinese  red  disbud  Pompon  2  to  2\'2  inches  in 
diameter  of  the  ball  type,  color  similar  to  that  of  Hilda  Bergen 
in  the  large  variety.  This  is  one  of  our  earliest  disbud  Pompons. 
Matures  about  Oct.  15.  Strong  ridged  grower  producing  up  to 
10  flowers  per  plant.  Makes  very  suitable  pot  plant  as  well. 

WHITE  CLUSTER — Not  just  another  white,  but  one  that  will 
make  money  for  everybody  that  grows  it.  White  Cluster  is  a 
late  white  Anemone  with  low  cream-colored  cushion  that  ma¬ 
tures  from  November  30  well  on  into  December.  It  is  a  seedling 
of  Garza  Supreme,  a  splendid  grower  and  produces  plenty  of 
nice  well  formed  sprays  of  good  lasting  flowers.
